AT SCOTT FELD 


American and French Instructors 
Duplicate Each Other’s Feats 
at Belleville Camp. 


“Stunt” flying by instructors at 
Scott Field, the United States army 
aviation camp near Belleville, has 
formed a thrilling spectacle for the 
few visitors admitted ta the field, 
and for numerous watchers. outside 
the’ 640-acre inclosure, in‘the past 
two days. ' : 

Lieut. Paul Pr asa 
French flyer, and Maj. C. K. Rhine- 
hardt of the Scott sie instruction 
staff, carried on a competition in this 
daring work yesterday, each dupli- 
eating the other's feats. Some of the 
loops were made so near the ground 
as to incur the criticism of Capt. A!

First Ldop in a Curtiss. 


The first loop ina Curtiss machine 
at Scott Field was made yesterday 
morning -by Civilian Instructor Wil- 
liam H. Couch.. He took the new 
machine to a height of about 2000 
feet and started over, making sev- 
eral loops. He was ‘followed by 
Maj. Rhinehardt, Capt. Boyriven and 
Lieut. Prevost, all of whom took 
their machine through similar ma- 
neuvers. 


Maj. George E. A. Reinburg made 
his first filght since assuming com- 
mand of Scott Field. He took up 
one of the Curtiss planes and made 
two circuits of the field. The .ma- 
chine.never before had been used, 
so he tried nothing but straight fly- 
ing. 

The most dangerous 
“stunt” is known as, “stalling.” 
pilot starts his machine up as if’ he 
were about to make a loop. Instead 
of sending the machine over and 
completing the circle, he keeps it 
pointed skyward until the load be- 
comes too much for the engine to 
pull and it stops. The machine then 
starts down tail first. The pilot re- 
leases all controls, and, after falling 
many feet, the machihe automatical- 
ly turns and start a “nose dive” for 
the earth. 

The pilot then starts the engine 
by raising the nose of the machine 
in a sudden movement, which gives 
the propeller enough of a twist to 
start the motor.

Capt. yriven used this *“‘stunt’”’ to 
illustrate why a machine should 
never be looped or stalled cldse to the 
ground. “If you start down, as you 
are sure to do after a stall or a loop,”

Your ma- 
chine will right itself if you are high 
enough in the air, all the pilot has to 
to is nothing, just sit there and let 
his machine do'the work.

Capt. Boyriven, after finishing his 
inspection tour, declared it to be an 
absolutele necessity that a fast battle 
plane be brought to Scott Field to be 
used as a “finishing school’ for the 
students.

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ARGENTINE REFUSES 


TO ACCEPT VERBAL 
GERMAN APOLOGY 


Says Berlin 
Must Explain Luxburg Incident 
Satisfactorily in Formal Note. 


BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 18.—Dr. 
Luis B. Molina, the Argentine Min- 
ister at Berlin, has informed the Ar- 
gentine Foreign Office by cable that 
the German Government had ex- 
pressed regrets over the actions of 
Count von Luxburg, the German 
Minister to Argentina. Dr. Molina re- 
ported that Baron von dem Bussche- 


Haddenhausen, Undersecretary of the 


German Foreign Office, had in- 
formed him that Germany disap- 
proved of expressions used by Count 
von Luxburg in: his dispatches. 

The Undersecretary, who acted for 
Dr. von Kuehlmann, ‘the German 
Foreign Secretary during his absence 
in Munich, asked the Argentine Min- 
ister to request the Argentine Gov- 
ernment to notify Count von Luxburg 
that the German Government wished 
him to return immediately to :Ger- 
many to explain the entire matter. 
Dr. Molina was asked to obtain a safe 
conduct for Count von Luxburg. 

Count: von Luxburg ahnounced 
that he probably would sail on Sept. 
28 for Bilbao, Spain, ona "Spanish 
steamer. 

Foreign Minister Pueyrredon, ‘aft- 
er reading Dr. Molina’s cablegram, 
announced that he declined to accept 
the assurances of Baron von Dem 
Bussche-Haddenhausen as a satisfac- 
tory settlement of the Luxburg inci- 
dent, because it 'was, merely the ver- 
bal statement of an Undersecretary.

-NDOUBTEDLY the worst prison camp which I visited in Germany 
* was that of Wittenberg. ‘Wittenberg is the ancient town where 
Luther lived and nailed his thesis to the church door. The camp 
was situated just outside the city in a very unattractive spot next to the 
railway. An outbreak of typhus fever prevented us from visiting the camp, 
although Mr. Jackson conversed with some of the prisoners from outside 
the Warrier of barbed wire. 
With Mr. Charles H. Russell Jr. I visited the camp. Typhus fever seems 
to be-continually present in Russia. It is carried by the body louse, and 
it is*transmitted from one person to another. Russian soldiers seem to 
earry.the disease with them without apparently suffering much from it them- 
selves, The Russian soldies arriving at Wittenberg were not properly dis- 
, and in consequence typhus fever broke out in camp. 
Jeveral British medical officers were there with their prisoners, be- 
causé, by the provisions of The Hague conventions, captured medical of- 
fice « may be kept with the troops of their nation, if prisoners have need 
These medical officers protested with the camp com- 
mander against the herding together of the French and British prisoners 
with he Russians, who, as I have said, were suffering from typhus fever. 
But the camp commander said, “You will have to know your allies.” And 
he kept all of his prisoners together, and thus as surely condemned to 
deathia number of French and British prisoners of war as though he had 
stood them against the wall and ordered,them shot by a firing squad. 
Frightful Conditions at Wittenberg. 
Gonditions in the camp during the period of this epidemic were fright- 
ful. The camp was virtually deserted by the Germans, and I understand 
that the German doctor did not make as many visits to the camp as the 
situation required. 
At the time I visited the camp the typhus epidemic, of course, had been 
stamped out. The Germans employed a large number of police dogs in this 
camp, and these dogs not only were used in watching the outside of the 
camp.in order to prevent the escape of prisoners, but were used within the 
camp; Many complaints were made to me by prisoners concerning these 
dogs, prisoners stating that men had been bitten by the dogs. It seemed 
undoltbtedly true that the prisoners there had been knocked about and 
beaten in a terrible manner by their guards, and one guard went so far 
as to’strike one of the British medical officers in the camp. 

There were about thirty-seven ci-; had been there all through the ty-| box stall, or so closely that the beds 
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al of these civilian prisoners to the 
general civilian camp at Ruhleben, 
and the conditions at Wittenberg may 
be judged by the fact that when it 
was announced to these civilians that 
they were to be taken from Witten- 
berg to another camp, one of them 
was so excited by the news of release 
that he fell dead upon the spot. 

“In talking over conditions at Wit- 
tenberg with Von Jagow I said, “Sup- 
pose I go back to Wittenberg and 
shoot some of these dogs, what can 
vou do to me?” Soon after the dogs 
disappeared from the camp. 

The Food Supplied to Prisoners. 

The food in all these camps for ci- 
vilians and for private soldiers was 
about the same. It consisted of an 
allowance of bread of the same 
weight as that given the civilian pop- 
ulation. This was given out in the 
morning with a cup of something 
called coffee, but which in reality 
was an extract of acorns or some- 
thing of the kind without milk or 
sugar; in the middle of the day, a 
bowl of thick soup in which the 
quantity of meat was gradually di- 
minished as war went on as well as 
the amount of potatoes, for which 
at a later period turnips and carrots 
were, to a large extent, substituted; 
and in the evening, in good camps, 
there was some sort of thick soup. 
given out or an apple, or an almost 
infinitesimal piece of cheese or sau- 
sage. 

In the War Department at Berlin 
there was a prisoners-of-war depart- 
ment in charge of Colonel, later Gen- 
eral Friedrich. This department, 
however, did not seem to be in @ po- 
sition to issue orders to the corps 
commahders commanding the army 
corps within their districts. Col. 
Friedrich, however, and his assistants 
endeavored to standardize the treat- 
ment of prisoners of war in the dif- 
ferent corps districts,‘and were able 
to exert a certain amount of pressure 
on the corps commanders. They de- 
termined on the general reprisals to 
be taken in connection with prisoners 
of war. 

Col. Friedrich’s System of Reprisals. 
For instance, when some of the 
Germans who had been taken pris- 
oners by the English, and who were 
in England, were sent by the En- 
glish to work in the harbor of Havre, 
the Germans retaliated by sending 
about four times the number of En- 
glish prisoners to work at Libau in 
the part of Russia then occupied by 
the Germans. Put while the English 
permitted our embassy in Paris to in- 
spect the prisoners of war at Havre, 
the Germans for months refused to 
allow me permission to send any one 
to inspect those British prisoners at 
Libau. 

I did not find the Germans at all 
efficient in the handling of prisoners 
of war. The authority was so divid- 
ed that it was hard to find who wa; 
responsible for any given bad condi- 
tions. For instance, for a long peri- 
od of time I contended with the 
German authorities for better living 
conditions at the civilian camp of 
Ruhleben. I was promised time aad 
again by Col. Friedrich, by the camp 
commander and by the Foreign Of- 
fice that these conditions would be 
remedied. In that camp men of edu- 
cation, men in delicate health, were

Finally, almost in despair, I wrote 
identical personal letters, after hav- 
ing exhausted all ordinary diplomatic 
steps, to Gen. von Kessel, command- 
er of the Mark of Brandenberg; to 
the commander of the corps district 
in which the Ruhleben camp was si-- 
uated, and to the Minister of War, 
and the only result was that each of 
the officers addressed claimed thai 
he had been personally insulted by 
me, because I had presumed to call 
his attention to the inhuman cond'!- 
tions under which the prisoners were 
compelled to live in the Ruhleben 


The commander of this civilian 
camp of Ruhleben was a very hand- 
some old gentleman named Count 
Schwerin. His second in command 
for a long time was a Baron Taube. 
Both of these officers had been long 
retired from the army and were given 
these prison commands at the com- 
mencement of the war. Both of them 
were naturally kind-hearted, but 
curiously sensitive, and not always 
of even temper. On the whole, I 
think that they sympathized with 
the prisoners, and did their best to 
obtain a bettering of the conditions 
of their confinement. The prisoners 
organized themselves in their various 
barracks, each barrack having a bar- 
rack captain of the barrack, the cap- 
tains electing one of their number as 
a camp captain or “obmann.”’ 
English Prisoners Were Obstreperous 

The man who finally appeared as 
head man of the camp was an ex- 
cinematograph proprietor - named 
Powell. In my mind, he, assisted by 
Beaumont and other captains, con- 
ducted the affairs of the camp— 
given the difficulty of dealing with 
the prisoners on one hand and the 
prison authorities on the other hand 
—as well as possible. Naturally, he 
‘was always subject to opposition 
from many prisoners, from whom 
those of aristocratic tendencies ob- 
jected to being under the control of 
one, not of the highest caste in En- 
gland, and there were others who 
either envied him his authority or 
desired his place. The camp author- 
ities allowed Powell to visit the em- 
bassy at least once a week; in that 
way I was enabled to keep in direct 
touch with the camp. At two periods 
during my stay in Berlin I spent 
enough days at the camp to enable 
every prisoner who had a complaint 


of any kind to personally present it|# 


to me. 

The organization of this camp was 
quite extraordinary. I found it im- 
possible to get English prisoners to 
perform the ordinary work of clean- 
ing up the camp, etc., always ex- 
pected of prisoners themselves, and 
so, with:the funds furnished me from |} 
the British Government, the camp 
captain was compelled to pay & num-

His Troubles Began With His 
Political Activities. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Sept. 18.—It was 
wtih no studied pose that James E. 
Ferguson. Texas’ suspended Gover- 
nor, who is on trial for impeachment, 
yesterday told the story of his early 
life’ before the Senate high court. 

There has been hardly a phase of 
the Governor's private life that has 
not been revealed to the public by 
the testimony given in the preceding 
investigations of his public and pri- 
vate acts by the House of Represent- 
atives and the present trial for im- 
pedchment. According to his own 
testimony, Ferguson’s wealth now 
amounts in property holdings to 
something like $700,000. At one 
point in his recital he dramatically 
exclaimed: “I hope God Almighty 
may strike me dead right now if I 
ever tried to profit i cent from any 
State account in any bank. The 
whole amount that could have been 
made from the funds of the Canyon 
City Normal School. had § interest 
been paid on it, would not have in- 
terested anybody. If the bank had 
been guilty of charging interest on 
this account, my part as a stockhold- 
er would have been only about $500. 
How any man could say that I would 
sell my. official position and my honor 
for $500 is beyond my comprehen- 
sion.”’ 

Ferguson told the Senate that he 
was 64 years old, was born on a farm 
sevén miles south of Belton, Tex. 
His father was a Methodist minister. 
When Ferguson was 4 years old the 
father died, leaving a little rural 

homestead as his sole legacy to his 
widow and children.

Forest Lamont, tenor, who sang 
Canio in “I’Pagliacci’”’ recently at the 
Municipal Theater, proved more at 
home in oratorio than in opera, prob- 
ably because the former makes less 
aramatie demands. In oratorio the 
lightness of his voice was little han- 
dicap and full justice could be done 
to its real sweetness and sympathetic 
quality, as well as to the singer’s re- 
finement and style.

WORK OF PLACING QUEBEC 
BRIDGE SPAN IS RESUMED 


Engineers Expect to Hoist It 68 Feet 
Today, to Bring It Within 54 
Feet of Final Position. 

QUEBEC, Sept. 18.—Lifting opera- 
tions to put into place the 640-foot 
central span of the Quebec bridge 
were resumed here early today. Yes- 
terday the span was carried upward 


28 feet from the pontoons and the 
engineers in charge said they expec*- 
ed to add 68 feet today, which would 
bring it within 64 feet of its final 
resting place. : 

The span is being elevated two 
feet at a time, in contrast to the 
three-foot lifts which marked the at 
tempt to raise a span into place in 
1916, when 14 lives were lost as it 
broke from its moorings in midair 
and plunged into the river. 

It was stated that the 6000-ton 
mass of metal varied five-eighths of 
an inch from the computations as t» 
how far it would bring down the 
cantilevers after the scows had float- 
ed from beneath it. 

Thousands of persons line the river 
banks watching the stupendous op- 
eration.

ARLISS AS HAMILTON 
DIGNIFIED BUT COLD 


Actor Who Portrayed Disraeli 
Appears in Character of 
American Statesman.

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—George 
Arliss seems to have committed him- 
self to the not always grateful task 
of shedding the stage’s light upon 
history. He has already devoted him- 
self to the illumination of two such 
contrasting personages of the past as 
Disraeli and Paganini, and now he is, 
at the Knickerbocker Theater, giving 
life to a playwright’s conception of 
Alexander Hamilton. ° 


The author of this new drama, 
‘“‘Hamilton,” is Mary Hamilton, who 
for a collaborator, had the expert as- 
sistance of Mr. Arliss himself. Their 
choice of Alexander Hamilton as the 
prototype of a stage character placed 
him on safe ground. Washington, 
Lincoln, Grant and other famous na- 
tional personages, when they have 
appealed to the fancy of the play- 
wright, have marked the path to 
theatrical disaster. There is danger 
in appropriating from history great 
figures who have not receded far 
enough into the past to dim their 
outlines. 


With Hamilton the case is differ- 
ent. No he-never-told-a-lie tradition 
clings to him. Conceded by many 
chroniclers to be the most brilliant 
statesman and lawyer of his time, 
famous as one of the framers of our 
Constitution and the founder of our 
national banking system, his per- 
sconality and peculiarities are un- 
known to most people of the present 
day. To them it seems enough to 
know that he died before his time in 
a duel with Aaron Burr.

This is done by taking great care to 
cover any signs which show that 
fresh work has been done, even to 
the extent of actually planting grass- 
es, weeds and roots, such as grow in 
the immediate neighborhood, and 
giving every encouragement to those 
that already grow. This greatly hin- 
ders the enemy's artillery, as it 
changes positions up and down the 
line; interfering with and hindering 
the observations and accurate rang 
ing by their forward observing offi- 
cers, checking charts turned over by 
relieved batteries.

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by the practice of putting a single 
row of sand bags along the top ofa 
parapet for temporary purposes of 
concealment, as it gives a faulty idea 
to the men in the trench as-to the 
real height of the parapet. 

The parados gives protection from 
the effect of shell fire bursting be- 
hind the trench, and should be made 
fireproof as soon as possible, al- 
though it is not necessary unless con- 
cealment is possible to level it down 
in a similar manner to the parapet. 
As a matter of fact, it should be at 
least a foot higher than the parapet, 
thus providing a background for the 
parapet. It has been known to hap- 
pen that when the occupants of a 
trench have been reached by the 
enemy they have vacated their trench 
and used the parados as a parapet, 
much to the surprise and disgust of 
the enemy. In a high and irregular 
parados, places could even be found 
which when not used steadily pro- 
vide unexpected and safe observation 
and sniping posts, but care must be 
taken that they are not used too 
often. 

Depth of Trenches. 

If a trench were used merely for 
firing; four and one-half feet from 
bottom of trench to top of parapet 
would be a sufficient depth. During 
attack, however, when fire from loop- 
holes is tooo restricted, exposure of 
head and sholders over the parapet 
becomes necessary, but it is not nec- 
essary to expose men moving along 
the trench and not actually firing. If 
the trench should be seven or eight 
feet deep, you must provide a plat- 
form at the bottom of the front wall 
one and one-fourth feet wide and 
four and one-half feet from the top 
of the parapet. This is called a fire- 
step. The rest of the trench can be 
deepened to any desired depth, de- 
pending on the energy displayed. If 
of an ordinary depth, steps must be 
cut to the fire platform. 

In a great many different parts of 
the western front, especially Bel- 
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gium, it was found that after digging 
to a depth of one to three feet water 
was encountered to such an extent 
that it became impossible to dig any 
sort of a trench which would give 
adequate protection to the men in- 
volved. 

When these conditions are run 
into, breast work parapets must bs 
artificially built up above ground 
level with soil, sods and sandbags, 
supported by sandbags, hurdles or 
close wire netting, revetment and 
stakes. The same principles of thick- 
ness, depth, width, slopes, and, in 
fact, everything that applies to a 
dug-in trench, applies to breast 
works. :

GERTIE REYNOLDS I$ MADE 
M’QUAIDE ADMINISTRATOR 


Dancer Married to Englishman Five 
Months After Death of Amer- 
ican Millionaire. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—Mrs. Ger- 
trude McQuaide-North, who before 
her marriage to James P. McQuaide, 
one of the Carnegie group of million- 
aires, was Gertie Reynolds, known in 
this country and England as a 
dancer, received letters of adminis- 
tration on the estate of McQuaide by 
a decision made by Surrogate Fowler 
here yesterday. Letters of adminis- 
tration had been granted to Mre. 
Sarah H. McQuaide, a divorced wife, 
on the ground that McQuaide had 
died inerstate, and the action which 
cancels the letters of Mrs. Sarah Mc- 
Quaide, was taken after a will had/ 
been found. 

McQuaide was founder of the 
National Conduit and Cable Co. He 
died in July, 1915, at his villa in 
Twickenham, England, and in De- 
cember of the game year Mrs. Mc- 
Quaide was married to Hylton George 
Morton North, a nephew of the sixth 
Earl of Guilford, and has since lived 
in England. She did not appear in 
the proceedings here. 

As Gertie Reynolds, Mrs. Mc- 
Quaide-North toured the United 
States and England after a series of 
Broadway successes. She also oanced 
in London before King Edward VII 
and ‘members of the British nobility 
and received the personal praise of 
the King.

Inquiry Into Death of Wealthy 
Widow to Be Reopened To- 
morrow ur Thursday. 


WOMAN HEARD 2 SHOTS 


Is Positive Shooting at Spring 
Near Her Home Was Well 
After Dark. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CONCORD, N. C., Sept. 18.—So- 
licitor Hayden Clement, the prose- 
cuting officer of this judicial district. 
was unable to come here today to 
begin his preliminary inquiry into the 
death of Mrs. Maude A. King, who 
was shot to death near here on the 
night of Aug. 29. He sent word he 
would make Concord his headquar- 
ters tomorrow or Thursday. Many 
new and interesting things have been 
brought to light in the last two days 
and Solicitor Clement is anxious to 
have them all properly assembled be- 
fore the reopening of the inquest 
Monday. 

Action against Gaston Bullock 
Means took definite shape when he 
was served with a subpena in re- 
ceivership proceedings brought in 
Greensboro before Federal Judge 
Boyd. In accordance with a court 
order he is restrained from disposing 


.|}served with the 


of or in any way interfering with the 
estate of Mrs. King. Means was 
subpena at his 
father’s home. 

The subpena is returnable in Ashe- 
ville on Oct. 8. Mrs. Anna L. Rob- 


inson, mother of Mrs. King, who is 
the instigator of the proceedings, has 
been stopping at Asheville for sev- 
eral weeks. . The action is brought by 
P. C. McDuffie, the Atlanta lawyer 
retained by Mrs. Robinson. Mrs: 
Robinson listed an automobile and 
valuable jewelry as among her 
daughter’s property. 
Witness Heard Two Shots. 

One of the interesting develop- 
ments is the story of Mrs. Hamp H. 
Blackwelder, whose home is near the 
spring where Mrs. King was killed 
when a member of an automobile 
party headed by Gaston Means. Mrs. 
Blackwelder heard the two shots, one 
of which ended the life of Mrs. King. 
Most important, perhaps, of Mrs. 
Blackwelder’s statements, is that re- 
lating to the time of the shooting. 
Mrs. Blackwelder is positive that it 
was well after dark when she heard 


the two shots. Charles S. Dry, a 
neighboring farmer, has already 
stated it was after 8 o’clock when he 
heard the shots. At such an hour 
the glen, in which the spring is, is 
very dark. It would not be a rea- 
sonable place for a target shooting 
party to practice. Means and his 
companions have been positive in 
their declarations that they went out 
for target shooting. It has been de- 
clared it was daylight when they 
reached the spring. It was @ark 
enough, however, for Means to light 
a match to see, as he declared at the 
first inquest, “whether there were 
any bugs in the drinking cup at the 
spring.”’ 

Capt. W. S. Bingham, another of 
the party, has declared that after 
the shots when Gaston Means called 
to him and Afton Means to “come 
quick’’ he was able to see Mrs. King’s 
face by reason of the rays of the 
moon that came through the foliage. 
Mrs. Blackwelder had been away 
since two days following the shoot- 
ing and upon her return from Ashe- 
ville yesterday she was introduced 
into the case by stating she had 
heard the shooting. 

Mrs. Foraker to Be Questioned. 

Mrs. J. Benson Foraker, who in- 
troduced herself mysteriously into 
Concord by registering under the 
name of “Mrs. K. Smith, New York,” 
has not taken her departure for New 
York. She had announced her in- 
tention to hurry to New York to con- 
sult with District Attorney Swann. 
She intimates a deep knowledge of 
the affairs of Gaston Means and Mrs. 
King. 

Mrs. Foraker has been requested 
by Solicitor Clement to remain in 
Concord until tomorrow that he may 
talk with her concerning her “‘in- 
timate knowledge of Mrs. King’s and 
Gaston Means’ affairs.” | 

Mrs. Foraker appeared on the 
main street yesterday in a scarlet 
coat with big pearl buttons and a 
rakish little black hat. All the young 
men in Concord keep their eyes on 
the St. Cloud Hotel for the appear- 
ance of the daughter-in-law of the 
late Senator from Ohio. 

Why she is in Concord is not def- 
initely explained. She has stated 
tnat she camé here to see Gaston B. 
Means about business affairs and 
has intimated that Means handled 
money for her and that she is anx- 
ious for an accounting. She is not 
being overly cultivated by Means or 
his family. She spends the greater 
portion of her time in her room. 


Mrs. King’s Sister Still Ill. 


Mrs. Matzie Melvin, sister of Mrs. 
King, who has been closely confined 
to the Means home here since the 
taking of her sister’s body to Chi- 
cago, appeared on the street yester- 
day for the first time in several days. 
Mrs. Melvin has been under the care 
of a nurse and efforts to talk with 
her have proved unavailing. 

Solicitor Clement is determined to 
have Mrs. Melvin as a witness at 
next Monday’s inquest, and says that 
even though she may plead iliness, 
he will have the case carried along 
from day to day that she may re- 
cover and appear. Solicitor Clem- 
ent has received photographic cop- 
ies of all the evidence adduced be- 
fore the Coroner in Chicago follow- 
ing the exhuming of Mrs. King’s 
body and the subsequent inquiry, 


and this will be extensively used in 
the new inquiry.

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JAPANESE MISSION IS 
WELCOMED IN BOSTON 


Gov. McCall Tells Envoys Na- 
tion Has Chance to Repay Its 
Debt to Civilization. 


BOSTON, Sept. 18.—The Japanese 
mission was welcomed to Boston to- 
day by a great crowd, notwithstand- 
ing a disagreeable rainstorm. Troops 


shed stood at present-arms while a 
band hailed the guests with the J2» 
anese national anthem as they 
stepped from the train. 

There was an informal parade i. 
automobiles to the _ statehousce, 
where the party was greeted by Gov. 
McCall. After a brief reception, the 
visitors went into the convention 
which is sitting to revise the State 
Constitution. 

The Governor, in welcoming the 
mission, alluded to the visit of Com- 
modore Perry to Japan which opened 
the doors of the empire to the rest 
of the world. But it was not all gain 
when the Japanese exchanged their 
“serene isolation for a restless and 
an almost haggard civilization,” he 
said. ‘The Western nations appar- 
ently have unleashed forces which 
they cannot control. Those portents 
of energy called into being -by the 
inventive genius of man have come to 
threaten us with mastery and we are 
in danger of becoming their victims 
and their slaves. Japan will far 
more than repay any debt she may 
owe our Western civilization if she 
shall impart to it something of her 
old repose and help subordinate its 
mighty engines to the use and not tw 
the destruction of men.” 

Addressing the convention, 
count Ishii said: 

*“‘Massachusetts and New England 
are very close to Japan. Many of our

ings the impressions and the educa- 
tion which has enabled them to take 
their places in the varying walks of 
life in their home land. 

*“*Massachusetts and New England 
have wielded a vast influence upon 
the civilization of our time. In lit- 
erature, art, science and industry 
that influence has been felt and is 
being exercised throughout the 
world.” 

The Viscount paid a cordial tribute 
to the late Henry Willard Denison, 
whom he described as “for over 
thirty years the guide, the counsellor 
and friend of Japan.” 


COSTA RIGA VIRTUALLY 
BREAKS WITH GERMANY 


All Teutons Ordered Interned and 
Congress Is Convened to Consid- 
er Plot Against Government. 

SAN JOSE, Costa Rica, Sept. 18.— 
Diplomatic ¢gelations between Costa 
Rica and Germany are considered 
severed, as the result of steps taken 
by the Government yesterday. Gen. 
Tinoco, the President, discovered that 
German residents here had joined 
vith some of the followers of former 
President Gonzalez in . conspiring 
agzainst the Government. Three of 
the most prominent Germans here, 


Kumpel, Altschul and Orlich, have 
been arrested. 
All Germans ~~ residing in Costa 


Rican ports have been ordered in- 
terned. 

President Tinoco has recalled Con- 
£ress in special session and will lay 
the matter before it. 


Gen. Tinoco, President of Costa 
Rica, assumed that office in January, 
1917, when the Gonzalez Government 
was overthrown. Gonzalez appealed 
to the United States to intervene but 
the American Government took no 
action. In an election held in April, 
Gen. Tinoco was chosen President. 
The American Government, however, 
tas refused to recognize the Tinoco 
Government. There have been re- 
rorts several times since last April 
ihat Germans in Costa Rica and for- 
mer President Gonzalez. were impli- 
cated in a plot to depose Tinoco. 


FOOD SHORT IN NETHERLANDS 


Queen Asks All Her People to Co- 
operate to Save Nation. 

THE HAGUE, Sept. 18.—In the 
speech from the throne read by the 
Premier at the opening of the states 
general this afternoon, Queen Wil- 
helmina made an appeal for the co- 
operation of the people, without dis- 
tinction of class, “in order to main- 
tain ourselves amidst the growing 
distress of the nations.”’ 

The prospects for the winter, said 
the speech, were not very Satisfac- 
tory. ‘‘We continue to be obliged, 
amid fiercely contending enemies, 
to hold ourselves ready to ward off 
possible transgressions,” it continued. 
“It becomes continually more diffi- 
cult to supply our people with the 
necessities of life and the raw ma- 
terial for our industries. Measures 
will shortly be placed before you for 
the purpose of providing for the 
most urgent needs.” 


Oil Tank Explosion Sinks Yacht. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—News of 
the sinking of the yacht Union, 1690 
miles' east of Sydney, Cape Breton, 
five days ago as the result of ex- 
plosions in her oil tanks, reached 
here on the arrival by rail from 
Halifax of 64 members of the crew. 
There was no loss of life. The Un- 
ion once was ownd by C. K. G. Bil- 
lings. At the time of her destruc-, 
tion she was the property of the Rus- 
sian provisional Government.

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THE MILK PROBLEM IN NEW YORK. 

An increase from $2.20 to 83.60 a hundred 
pounds for milk, wholesale, is the demand of 
the milk producers’ combine of Southern Iilinols 
and Missouri, who are meeting the local distribu- 
tors today to fix prices. The Dairymen’s 
League, consisting of 14,000 members in six EBast- 
ern states, which supplies milk used in the City 
of New York, is demanding $3.10 a hundred, for 
October, and $3.34 a hundred, for November. 
Neither the cost of land, nor expenses of the 
dairyman, are lower in those Eastern states than 
in Illinois or Missouri. Why, then, are our pro- 
ducers demanding $3.50 a hundred at the begin- 
ning of the winter season? 

The New York milk producers and dealers have 
made preparations to let Food Administrator 
Hoover appoint an arbiter, to settle their differ- 
ences and suggest a schedule of prices. Why 
should not the producers and distributors who 
control the milk for St. Louis do the same? It 


to get at all the facts and come to a reasonable 
conclusion. 


HIGH COST OF FREE SPEECH. 

After a strike of seven days several thousand 
miners at Springfield, Ill., held, without interfer- 
ence, the parade and picnic they had been pre 
vented from holding the week before and then went 
back to work affirming their vindication of the 
right of free assembly and free speech.

Fuel is scarce, not be- 
cause of an actual lack of coal, but because of 
inefficient transport and loss of labor: Fats have 
almost become a memory. Clothing has become 
threadbare, with no stocks of wool and cotton 
for replacement, and leather shoes have almost 
disappeared. 

In the summer, clothing and fats mean but 
little, and one may be fairly happy even on an 
empty stomach. But in winter distress is dis- 
tress and not even the rosy promises of the Hin- 
denburgs and the Capelles can substitute for the 
Warmth of the sun.

You milk producers and dealers—many of you 
have babies of your own. They will not suffer 
if you increase the cost of milk to the mothers 
of the poor districts of the city. Your babies will 
get plenty of the best quality of milk, as they 
should. No one will grudge itto them. But what 
of the hundreds of babies who will go hungry, if 
you fail to remember their need? 
You milk producers may quote the heavy cost 
of feed during the winter months. That it is 
heavy we all know. But what of the long sum- 
met months when you were reaping a profit while 
the cows were on pasture? You milk dealérs are, 
of course, paying more for some of the items that 
go into your expense’accounts. But one of those 
items is not added cost of distribution. “You won 
the strike against your drivers, during which 
the milk consumers of the city suffered hardship 
because you chose to fight it out. 
Disease and death, to the helpless babies of the 
poor, will follow an increase in the cost of milk 
to the poor of the city, as night follows day. The 
milk producer can feed his cows silage, from the 
tremendous corn crop. Both producer and distrib- 
utor can economize in many ways. But the 
babies can assimilate nothing but milk, and the 
poor mother is already economizing to the last 
penny. Rickets and starvation for the baby, and 
despair for the poor mother will be the results 
of a display of greed on the part of those who 
have the gteat privilege and responsibility of 
producing and distributing this most necessary 
article of food.

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FOOD STORAGE PROBLEM. 
Assistant Secretary of Agriculture Vrooman 
points out that the country has a potato crop at 
least 100,000,000 bushels larger than its require- 
ments. He urges that the Government provide 
warehouses necessary to make use of this sur- 
plus “in such a way as to release products of equal 
food value to the army and the allies.” 
The Food Commissioner has the power to pro- 
vide warehouses, under the food control bill, 
under which the President is given power to requi- 
sition foods, feeds, fuels and other supplies, “and 
to requisition or otherwise provide storage facil- 
ities for such supplies.”” It will help the country,

Futures Gain 3c on Low Temper- 
atures Over Canada Which 
Causes Frost Scare. 


Low temperatures over Canada’ 
gave corn traders the opportunity to 
start a frost scare in the late mar- 
ket on the Merchants’ Exchange to- 
day, and futures averaged about °c 
over yesterday's close. There was, 
however, considerable good selling on 
the advance as the corn crop has 
made rapid progress for the past 
week, and minor frost damage is ex- 
pected for the late crop every year. 

Oats were firm with corn and sold 
about 1%c higher. Receipts are over 
last year, but are light as compared 
with official estimates of the crop, 
end indicate that the farmer is dis- 
inclined to sell heavily at present 
cheap prices as compared with wheat 
and corn. 

The Liverpool wheat manket was 
steady today, with a better spot in- 
quiry. Export clearances lighter and 
continental demand good. Corn-- 
Spot is firmly held and export clear- 
ances are moderate. Oats are dull 
and easier. Purchases are limited 
and export offers increasing and 
American clearances’ satisfactory. 
United Kingdom and continental 
stocks are fair and with the native 
crops moving and Liberal floating 
quantity, it is believed that prices will 
remain more in buyers’ favor.
